The body was found by three fisher- 
men. They towed the remains of the mur-

notified the prison officials. 

State Detective Jackson and Principal 
Keeper Connaugnton at once repaired to the 
Spot and identified the body by means of a 
picture and the prison shoes which the dead 
murderer wore. The body was very much 
de composed. 

One of the fishermen thinks he saw another 
body further down the river, but did not go 


after it, as he had the body of Roehl in tow. 

After the body of Roehl had been identified 
searching parties got to work looking for the 
body of Pallister, who, it was thought, bad 
perished with Roehl during the storm on the 
river the night of their escape. But here 
was developed another mystery in connec- 
tion with the convicts. 

When the body of Roehl was washed it was 
discovered that he had been shot through the 
head, and the prison auth@ities at once 
8 to the conclusion that Pallister had 

ned Roehl while they were crossing the 
river in the storm which raged so furiously, 
to facilitate his own escape, 

Pallister was regarded as the most danger- 
ous criminal that had ever been brought to 
Sing Sing. But it ts still sibie that Pallis- 
ter was drowned, as his boat may have 
swamped even after it was freed of the bur- 
den of KRoehl’s body. 

Pailister, it is known, was armed with the 
revolver which the murderers took Irom 
Guard Hulse 

The escape of Roehl and Pallister from their 
Celis in Sing Sing was made onthe night of 
Thursday, April 20. It was oneof the bold- 
est and most daring breaks for liberty since 
the days of Jack Shepard.

The 
death-watch at that hour consisted of but 
one man, Guard James W. Hulse: In accord- 
ance with the usual custom of the prison, he 
was tobe on duty alonetil9 p. m., when he 
would be joined by Guard John W. Murphy.

Rucker was ar- 
rested, but broke jafl one month later and all 
efforts to recapture him proved unavalling 
until recentiy the Sheriff of Cowley County, 
where the killing occurred, located the man, 
Last sunday hearrested him ina church in 
Monroe County, Ark. Rucker was known 
there as T. J. Randell and was a justice of 
the peace.

A Fast Run With a New Engin> on the 
New York Central. 


BurFraco, N. T., May 10.—The new Colum- 
bian engine, No. 999, of the New York Uentral 
Grew the Empire State Express from Syra- 
cuse to Buffalo yesterday. East of Syracuse 
the train had lost twenty-five minutes on 
account of a foaming boiler, and it left Syra- 
cuse twenty-three minutes late, leaving 
Rochester at 4:15, or twenty-eight minutes 
late.
